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AFTER THEIR long 
fight inshore fishermen 
believe they are on the 
way to getting the DoT 
fishing vessels safety 
rules changed. A 
review of the rules was 
announced last week 
by Under-Secretary of 
State for Shipping, 
Stanley Clinton Davis. 
( Fishing News, May 20). 

This move followed a 
meeting in London with 
representatives of fishermen 
from Scotland to Cornwall. 
At one stage during the 
meeting, Department of 
Trade officials were asked by 
the Fisheries Organization 
Society to suspend the rules.
